AN INDIAN'S BURIED GOLD. 

“Old Ken” Marshall’s Wealth Has 
Never Been Found. 

The recent discovery of burled 
money at several places in tile Indian 
Territory has created anew the inter- j 
est in the story of “Old Ben” Mar¬ 
shall, who buried liis wealth at the 
beginning of the Civil War and died 
with the place of its hiding a secret 
that refuses to be unsealed, writes a 
correspondent of the Kansas City 
Star. When the war came there was 
a landed aristocracy of citizens of 
mixed white and Indian *bh>od in the 
territory and most of these were 
wealthy. Of these “Ben” Marshal! 
was one of the best known. He was 
an aristocrat among the 'Indians in 1 
Alabama. He took his allotment 
where the town of Girard. Ala., now 1 
stands, and when he sold it to the 
town lie received a large price. He 
had the trading instinct coupled with 
a keenness almost Yankee in intensi¬ 
ty, although he was princely in his 
bounties.

s NOTHING NEW IN THE ARCH, 

Most of the Present-l).iy Knowledge 
I XX as Derived From the Ancients.

many other things. It is well known 
c f-hat although tlie building of great 
arches of masonry dates beyond the 
p ancient Roman civilization the princl- 
j I ,1e that gives strength to the massive 
t stone bridges of to-day is the same 
B that built the bridges of the Roman 
t empire. 

The history of bridge building is to 
a large degree the history of tlie arch, 
" hose efficiency lies in tlie truth of tlie 
old Hindoo saying that "tlie arch nev- 
, er sleeps,' because each separate sec¬ 
tion of which it consists, beginning at 
} tlie keystone or central section, is eon- 
stantly pushing against its immediate 
( neighbors until the pressure finally 
j reaches the firm foundation upon 
r which tlie structure is erected. 
r To secure a perfectly trustworthy 
foundation, therefore, the bridge build- 

■ er has often to penetrate far below tha 
surface of the earth, and not tnfre- 

♦ quently tlie part of liis structure thus 

■ covered up and concealed is greater 
I than that visible above ground. 

It was their inability to solve the 
problem of a trustworthy foundation 
l that led llie ancient Hindoos to dis- 
, trust the arch, arguing that Uic sleep- 

■ loss activity that hold ii together xvas 
equally active in tearing it to pieces. 

Not only is the modern bridge build¬ 
er skilled in setting liis structure on a 
firm base, but thoroughly acquainted 
I with the time-honored materials for 
liis work, to say nothing of new mate¬ 
rials, and an important part of his 
student training in such modern 
schools as tin- .Massachusetts Institute 
of l eehnology is devoted lo methods 
of io.sting materials during construc¬ 
tion that would have surprised and 
delighted even the most accomplished 
of the ancient Roman engineers.

T has never been determined to the satisfac¬ 
tion of the men workers that it \$ a good or a 
fair thing for the women workers to compete 
vith them in the open labor market. The men

.vage, decrease the average wage paid to all. 
The unmarried women who have no one to 
work for them maintain that the woman who has a hus 
band for her bread-winner is an unfair competitor. I hen. 
again, there are those, generally old-fashioned folk that 
have, like Webster’s veterans, come down to us from tormer 
generations, who devoutly believe that the woman’s sphere! 
of labor, as wife and mother, is in her own home, where 
useful, helpful work for the world may be found to en¬ 
gage much of her time, energy and intelligence. These 
ancient people contend that the rearing aright of children, 
the making of good men and noble women, is the very 
best and the most profitable work to which married worn 
en can put their hands or minds. 

Respecting tihe merits or demerits of any of these throe 
contentions we do not pretend to decide, as vve are past 
masters in neither political economy nor sociology. What 
we do know on the subject pretty thoroughly is that the 
right kind of labor is a good and beneficent thing for wom¬ 
en as well as for men. and that day by day recognition of 
that fact is becoming more general. W hat else is being 
recognized is that the woman who works for a wage or 
mil ary loses no dignity nor prestige, but rather gains both 
by her willingness and ability either to work and support 
herself In womanly independence or to assist in the sup¬ 
port of her family who need her assistance.—Philadelphia 
Ledger.

Brazil, Peru and Rubber. 

Brazil and Bolivia entered into a treaty 

W concerning the territory of Acre last fall, it 
was thought that the long standing disputes 
over the region had finally been brought to an 
end Now it appears, however, that Peru is 
still to bn reckoned with. A battle lias been 
fought between Peruvian and Brazilian troops 
on the River Crandless. the result being, according to Bra¬ 
zilian reports, a complete rout of the Peruvians. 

The Ministers of botli countries at Washington have 
thought It important to bid for American sympathy by issu¬ 
ing statements ns to their respective claims and rights. 
Formally considered, these statements have little in them 
of interest. They deal simply with vague treaties and 
vaguer boundaries In an exceedingly thinly settled region. 

Actually the dispute has great Importance to both coun¬ 
tries, because the prize at stake is the control of some of 
the richest rubber forests in the world. Brazilian com¬ 
panies have begun to work the forests In the course of their 
progress up the tributaries of the Amazon, while Peruvian 
companies have entered them since the denudation ot the 
forests in Montana, which is recognized Peruvian territory. 

it Is reported from Rio Janeiro that no war will result 
from the frontier battle since both countries desire arbitra¬ 
tion. Brazil demands, however, that Peru withdraw all 
her troops from tho disputed country before arbitration tie 
gins, w hile Peru Insists that the presence of tier troops is 
not tn the slightest degree derogatory of "good faun and 
fraternal sentiment." Gertainly if tile desire for arbitration 
is genuine a provisional arrangement should he easy to

Tagging a Fish. 

The United States fish commission 
bus contracted the small boys’ habit 
of tagging fishes. Metal tags are fas¬ 
tened to marine fishes, which are let 
loose in the ocean with the idea of 
identifying tnein in ease they are 
caught at any future time. 

The tag, which Is light and made of 
copper, is securely fastened by a wire 
passed through a tin near its junction 
with tlie body. No two tags are alike, 
each having its own markings. Fif¬ 
teen hundred cod were thus duly 
tagged and released last spring on the 
New England const. The object of 
the tagging is to ascertain the rate at 
which a cod grows, the frequency of 
its spawning and the extent of its 
travels in tlie ocean. 

The same experiment is being tried 
this year with young salmon, artifi¬ 
cially liatehet, for tlie rivers of the 
Pacific coast.

HOW TENPINS ARE MADE. 


Every Bowling Bin Goes Through Five 
Processes Before Finished. 

Few of the large army of bowlers 
throughout tlie country realize the 
amount of work necessary to turn out 
the pins that they are constantly 
knocking down. All of tlie first-class 
tenpins are manufactured from rock 
maple. It is sometimes nine months 
or a year before the wood lias been 
seasoned enough to be put in the turn¬ 
ing plane and converted into pins, says 
the New York Mail. 

Every pin that is made must go 
through five processes .before it is fin¬ 
ished. the most modern machinery be¬ 
ing used. The first cut from tlie log 
weighs eighty pounds and is called 
"green stock.” This log is cut into 
four quarters and is allowed a reason¬ 
able time for air drying and open-air 
seasoning. It is then put on the rough¬ 
ing machine, which roughly models 
bowling pins. The wood is put aside 
after this process for two days and 
is placed in the first drying kiln. From 
the first kiln the wood is put into the 
second of a little higher temperature, 
then into the third, which has a stilt 
higher temperature, and so on through 
similar drying processes for about six 
weeks' time. 

After the drying treatment is com¬ 
pleted the pin is about one inch short 
I or and weighs about eight pounds, a 
i reduction of about twelve pounds from 
tlie original block. The weight of the 
j block is further reduced after it has 
Been centered and made ready for tlie 
finishing lathe. The next step is to 
till tlie pores with a wood filler and 
| sandpaper it down and polish it. 

Most of the rock tuaple obtained for 
iDo manufacture of tenpins comes from 
the Uatskil! and Adirondack moun¬ 
tains. file western manufacturers get 
I their wood from the forests in north-

Great Resources of This South Ameri¬ 
can Country. 

Tht> famous coal mines of Lota and 
Coronel have an annual yield of 1.000.-
